Girl  Rising  (Official  Trailer)  *New* 


In  2013,  director  Richard  E.  Robbins  released  his  documentary  Girl  Rising,  capturing  the  adversity 
young  women  face  when  they  are  denied  an  education.  Mount  St.  Mary's  College's  Associate 
Director  for  Learning  Assistance  Programs  Dr.  Micah  Daily  plans  to  change  that  by  tutoring 
young  women  around  the  world  via  web  chat. 

After  talks  with  the  college's  directors  and  vice  presidents.  Daily  received  the  funds  to  purchase 
the  film's  rights  to  screen  the  movie  on  campus  during  the  Spring  2014  semester.  The  student 
body  responded  well,  showing  interest  in  the  fight  for  women's  education.  Although  her  initial 
plan  was  to  create  awareness  and  raise  money  for  the  organization.  Daily  soon  thought  about  a 
hands-on  approach. 


"Collecting  money  is  great  and  nice  and  awareness  is  wonderful,  but  we  all  kind  of  ache  to  do 
something  directly,"  Daily  said. 

With  the  help  of  the  Scholar  Mentor  Club  and  MSMC's  Peer  Tutoring  Program,  Daily  plans  to 
tutor  young  girls  living  in  third  world  countries  who  are  not  allowed  to  attend  school. 

"To  be  denied  [an  education]  is,  not  only  an  injustice,  but  it  is  preventing  women  from  reaching 
their  absolute  potential  to  help  their  community,  their  nation,  and  the  world,"  President  of  the 
Scholar  Mentor  Club  Jamila  Valiente  said.  "The  Scholar  Mentor  Club  is  partnering  with  Dr.  Daily 
in  hosting  many  events  in  the  future  [and]  in  the  coming  years,  we  hope  that  the  Scholar  Mentor 
Club  will  continue  to  help  Dr.  Daily  in  her  aspiration  to  tutor  young  women  beyond  traditional 
means" 

This  "global  community  service,"  as  Daily  puts  it,  is  still  in  the  works. 

"How  to  reach  out  to  these  girls?  We  don't  know  yet,"  Daily  said.  "What  we  do  know  is  that  we 
have  the  ability  to  do  it,  and  we  have  the  backing  of  the  college  for  us  to  proceed  with  the  project."

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When  will  domestic  abuse  end?

Tina  Ramirez  was  packing  up  her  stuff  when  her  newly  released-from-prison  boyfriend  came  in 
and  beat  her  into  a  hospital.  The  repeated  offender  threw  her  against  the  wall,  breaking  glass  all  in 
front  of  their  5-year-old  son. 


"They  have  to  stop  letting  these  guys  get  away  with  this/'  Ramirez  said  "He  was  given  6  years 
and  still  didn't  learn  his  lesson."  Tina  is  currently  fighting  to  regain  custody  of  her  child  being 
that  she  was  a  previous  drug  user.  However,  the  court  is  seeing  past  the  fact  that  she  is  a  victim 
and  should  be  treating  her  as  such. 

Domestic  abuse  is  something  society  tends  to  look  past.  People  like  Ray  Rice  and  Chris  Brown 
have  become  poster  children  for  this  crime.  According  to  National  Domestic  Violence  Hotline,  one 
in  every  four  women  experience  domestic  abuse. 

One  of  these  women  was  Carla.  A  few  years  ago,  Carla  was  murdered  by  her  abusive  boyfriend. 
He  was  also  previously  charged  with  domestic  abuse  and  was  found  guilty  of  her  murder. 

"They  need  to  change  the  law  and  make  it  more  strict  because  if  he  was  still  in  jail  she  would  still 
be  alive,"  a  close  friend  of  Carla  said. 

Yet,  does  the  length  of  a  sentence  truly  teach  a  man  that  hitting  a  woman  is  wrong?  The  abuse 
must  stop  at  the  source.  The  National  Coalition  Against  Domestic  Violence  states:  "boys  who 
witness  domestic  violence  are  twice  as  likely  to  abuse  their  own  partners  and  children  when  they 
become  adults." 

If  the  government  can  find  a  way  to  help  these  children,  there  is  hope  that  domestic  abuse  can 
come  to  an  end.

The  bar  was  set  high  after  the  success  of  the  2013  horror.  The  Conjuring.  Despite  a  promising 
movie  trailer,  the  prequel  Annabelle  disappointed  many  with  its  dull  and  slow-paced  storyline  and 
its  complete  digression  from  the  true  events  in  which  the  movie  was  based  on.  The  98-minute  film 
did  not  reach  the  anticipated  expectations,  but  the  true  story  behind  the  eerie  doll  never 
disappoints. 

Though  director  James  Wan  portrayed  Annabelle  as  a  disturbing  porcelain  doll  for  the  film,  the 
real-life  Annabelle  was  non  other  than  a  Raggedy  Ann  doll.  Paranormal  investigators  Lorraine 
Warren  and  husband  Ed  Warren  took  charge  of  the  case.  The  real  doll  currently  sits  in  a  locked 
box  at  the  Warren's  Occult  Museum  in  Monroe,  Connecticut  with  the  label,  "Warning:  Positively 
Do  Not  Open."  According  to  the  Warren's  own  website,  Annabelle  is  visited  twice  a  month  by  a 
priest  to  bless  her.  A  series  of  mysterious  and  frightening  events  occurred  before  the  Warren's 
were  contacted.  According  to  the  Warren's  website: 


"In  1970  a  mother  purchased  an  antique  Raggedy  Ann  Doll  from  a  hobby  store.  The  doll  was  a 
present  for  her  daughter  Donna  on  her  birthday.  Donna,  at  the  time,  was  a  student  in  college, 
preparing  to  graduate  with  her  nursing  degree  and  resided  in  a  tiny  apartment  with  her  room 
mate  Anngie  (a  nurse  as  well).  Pleased  with  the  doll  Donna  placed  it  on  her  bed  as  a  decoration 
and  didn't  give  it  a  second  thought  until  a  few  days  later.  With  in  that  time  both  Donna  and  Angie 
noticed  that  there  appeared  to  be  something  very  strange  and  creepy  about  the  doll.  The  doll 
apparently  moved  on  its  own,  relatively  unnoticeable  movements  at  first,  like  a  change  in 
position,  but  as  time  passed  the  movement  became  more  noticeable.  Donna  and  Angie  would 
come  home  to  find  the  doll  in  a  completely  different  room  from  which  they  had  left  it .  Sometimes 
the  doll  would  be  found  crossed  legged  on  the  couch  with  its  arms  folded,  other  times  it  was 
found  upright,  standing  on  its  feet,  leaning  against  a  chair  in  the  dining  room.  Several  times 
Donna,  placing  the  doll  on  the  couch  before  leaving  for  work,  would  return  home  to  find  the  doll 
back  in  her  room  on  the  bed  with  the  door  closed." 

The  Warrens  took  interest  in  the  case  and  concluded  that  the  doll  was  controlled  by  an  "inhuman 
presence."  The  spirit  was  looking  to  possess  a  "human  host"  and  not  stay  attached  to  the  doll.

Everyday,  women  run  the  risk  of  being  sexually  assaulted  as  they  walk  down  the  street. 
According  to  the  United  States  Centers  for  Disease  Control  and  Prevention,  "nearly  1  in  5  women 
reported  experiencing  rape  at  sometime  in  their  lives." 

Hollaback,  an  organization  fighting  to  end  street  harassment,  made  a  video  of  a  woman  being 
catcalled  as  she  walks  quietly  down  the  streets  of  New  York.

The  17  year  old,  who  walks  to  school  everyday,  expressed  the 
threat  men  have  on  women.  Carla  continued  to  say  "catcalling  sometimes  leads  to  rape  and  with 
that  mindset,  a  woman  may  have  that  in  the  back  of  her  head  so  she's  obviously  going  to  be 
scared." 

It  is  hard  to  say  whether  it  is  possible  to  end  catcalling  however  there  are  actions  that  can  be 
taken.

My  mother's  arms  were  where  I  felt  safest. 

The  slightest  embrace  she  offered  me  was  a  testament  to  her  genuine  love  and  affection.  I  had 
always  known  my  mom  to  be  kind  at  heart,  gentle  in  speech,  and  slow  in  temper.  She  forgave,  just 
as  any  mother  would,  for  every  mistake  I  would  make  in  life  and,  as  a  growing  woman,  I  made 
plenty. 

"Momma  knows  best,"  she  would  whisper  to  me.  "You  remember  that." 

For  many  years,  I  had  been  spoiled  by  her  unconditional  love  and  etched  onto  my  skin  were  many 
of  my  mother's  teachings.  Patience  was  her  mantra,  and  listening  with  intent  was  a  job  she 
fulfilled  without  effort. 

I  never  saw  my  mother  to  be  otherwise,  until  reality  revealed  itself. 

It  is  unreal  explaining  how  a  woman  whom  I  have  held  with  high  standards  can  suddenly  become 
a  complete  stranger  to  me  in  just  a  matter  of  seconds. 

"I'm  in  the  E.R.,"  my  dad  texted  me.  "Your  mom  should  be  home." 


There  was  no  need  to  formulate  an  assumption.  Without  questioning  it,  I  knew.  Undoubtedly,  I 
knew. 


Abuse  is  not  limited  to  just  the  physical.  It  comes  in  array  of  forms:  emotional,  verbal, 
psychological.  And  although  it  presents  itself  in  different  " extremes"  (moderate  to  excessive), 
abuse  can  and  will  escalate  if  it  is  disregarded. 

To  dramatize  the  events  in  my  household  in  a  child-like  manner  would  be  awful,  but  my  mother's 
faults  revealed  her  to  be  a  monster  in  real  form. 

When  fights  between  my  parents  would  escalate  to  back-and-forth  screams,  impolite  exchanges, 
and  unrepeatable  remarks,  her  anger  formed  fists,  and  her  grip  was  inescapable. 

I  never  witnessed  my  mother  beat  my  father,  but  his  bruises  and  broken  ribs  were  proof  enough. 
She  confessed  to  her  actions  multiple  times,  but,  with  every  apology  she  gave,  an  explanation 
treaded  right  behind  it. 

With  tearful  eyes,  my  mom  would  say,  "I  can't  help  it.  I  have  a  short  temper.  I'm  sorry." 

In  the  beginning,  I  pitied  my  mom  and  asked  my  father  to  understand.  I  would  think  to  myself 
this  is  the  last  time.  What  I  did  not  realize,  however,  was  that  it  would  not  be  and  that  his 
comprehension  of  her  fault  left  him  suffering  in  silence  for  years. 

"You  have  to  understand  how  sensitive  your  mom  is,"  he  would  say.  "You  have  to  be  patient 
with  her." 

The  more  I  became  aware  of  their  disputes,  the  less  I  wanted  to  be  at  home.  Daily  visits  turned 
into  weekly  visits,  weekly  visits  turned  into  monthly  visits,  which  slowly  turned  into  none. 

My  dad  forgave  her  each  time.  He  made  it  true  that  you  never  see  a  man  cry,  regardless  of  how 
hurt  he  is.  Selfless  as  my  dad  was  for  my  mother,  what  he  really  needed  was  to  be  selfish  for 
himself. 

Men  suffer  the  silence  of  abuse  due  to  double  standards  and  societal  expectations  of  being 
deemed  "tough."  A  small  percentage  of  men  report  their  abuse  in  comparison  to  women  and, 
because  of  that,  we  cannot  doubt  their  existence  as  victims  of  domestic  violence. 

My  dad  is  the  strongest  person  I  know,  and,  although  in  my  heart  I  know  that  my  parents  love 
each  other,  the  image  of  their  perfect  marriage  ended  a  long  time  ago  in  my  eyes. 

If  I  could  offer  a  piece  of  advice  to  my  dad,  along  with  other  individuals  facing  domestic  abuse,  it 
would  be  this:  love  does  not  form  fists  and  push  you  against  closed  spaces,  and,  if  it  does,  it  is  not 
love.  Be  strong.  Find  your  will.  And  welcome  the  happiness  you  so  greatly  deserve.

I  was 
thinking  of  all  the  women  I  had  just  heard  share  their 
stories  and  thought  "if  they  can  get  through  their  life, 
I  can  start  this  car."

not  quite  share  her  story,  she  told  the  stories  of  other  women,  to  show  that  even  in  the  most 
remote  places  of  the  world  there  are  women  and  girls  fighting  to  make  a  change  in  their  lives  and 
the  lives  around  them. 

Sheryl  started  off  by  telling  us  about  a  woman  named  Shawna,  she  struggled  through  an  abusive 
childhood,  drug  addiction,  prostitution,  and  with  the  help  of  Becca  Stevens,  she  found  herself 
with  a  job  and  a  healthy  life.  Becca's  company  makes  organic  body  care  products  and  gives  jobs  to 
women  like  Shawna  so  they  can  rise  up  from  their  muddy  waters.  Although  their  stories  may  be 
different,  they  both  share  the  strength  to  push  beyond  their  barriers  and  fight  for  what  they 
believe  in. 

Elizabeth  is  another  woman  of  a  phenomenal  empowerment.  She  felt  it  was  unacceptable  for  girls 
to  miss  school  in  Africa  due  to  their  lack  of  sanitary  napkins,  as  she  learned  during  her  visit.  She 
took  it  upon  herself  to  study  the  creation  of  organic  pads  to  help  these  girls,  and  has  successfully 
built  a  company  in  Africa  to  manufacture  these  products.  Elizabeth  had  a  dream  and  she  fulfilled 
it,  and  after  sharing  her  heartwarming  story,  Sheryl  shared  this

dreams;  because  no  matter  how  big  they  are,  if  we  work  hard  enough  we  can  achieve  them. 

Padeja  Williams  has  shown  us  her  struggles  and  accomplishments  that  followed.  Padeja  loved 
school,  but  growing  up  in  multiple  shelters  affected  her  attendance.  She  would  read  thrown  away 
newspapers  to  feed  her  hunger  for  knowledge,  and  by  ninth  grade  told  herself  she  would  remain 
in  one  school.  After  four  years  of  early  morning  bus  rides  and  late  nights  at  school,  she  graduated 
fourth  in  her  class  with  the  highest  SAT  score.  Yet,  this  was  not  her  greatest  accomplishment. 
Padeja  wanted  to  attend  college  and  with  the  help  of  a  generous  family  she  filled  her  applications 
in  their  home  rather  than  her  usual  street-curb  desk.  She  is  now  a  Harvard  graduate  and  remains 
to  be  a  prime  example  of  how  far  determination  can  go.

Geena  Davis,  the  Academy  Award-winning  actor 
and  founder  of  the  Geena  Davis  Institute  on  Gender 
in  Media,  joins  the  conversation  sharing  some  eye¬ 
opening  statistics  at  Mount  Saint  Mary's  University's 
fourth  annual  Report  on  the  Status  of  Women  and 
Girls  in  California.  As  the  founder  of  the 
organization,  Davis  encourages  film  and  television 
creators  to  significantly  increase  the  ratios  of  female 
characters  in  media  and  dramatically  decrease 
gender  stereotyping.  No  stranger  to  the  Mount  Saint 
Mary's  community,  Davis  is  excited  to  return  and 
participate  in  the  event  yet  again.  She  begins  by 
expressing  her  gratitude  the  partners  the  institute. 

Mount  Saint  Mary's  University  and  Ann  McElaney- 
Johnson. 

"Clean  roles  that  go  beyond  what's  typically  offered 
for  women  in  this  industry  is  one  of  the  reasons  I 
became  so  deeply  committed  to  improving  how  women  are  portrayed  in  the  media,"  she  begins. 
"If  they  can  see  it,  they  can  be  it,"  she  continues  with  a  smile  on  her  face  as  she  shares  the 
foundations  motto.  Negative  messages  regarding  the  importance  of  women  and  girls  in  all 
territories  that  are  being  continually  being  broadcasted  by  the  media  are  one  of  Davis'  biggest 
motivations  to  make  a  difference.  The  message  that  women  and  girls  don't  do  half  of  the 
important  things  men  do  has  become  something  far  too  prevalent  in  the  media,  directly 
influencing  our  society  and  the  women  and  girls  of  the  nation.

Last  fall.  The  Geena  Davis  Institute  on  Gender  in  Media  released  its  first  global  gender  and  media 
study,  directly  studying  films  around  the  world.  Lead  at  USC's  Annenberg  School  of 
Communication  and  Journalism  by  Dr.  Stacy  Smith  revealed  that  the  global  statistics  were  not 
much  better  than  what  the  research  in  the  Unites  States  showed. 

Davis'  organization  directly  focuses  on  the  percentages  and  ratios  of  women  being  represented  in 
the  fictional  workforce  and  comparing  to  the  real  world  and  how  it  influences  our  women  and 
girls.  The  results  she  shares  are  extremely  disappointing  and  shockingly  much  worse  than  what  is 
represented  in  the  real  world.  In  the  international  films  research  in  the  study,  only  twenty-five 
percent  of  the  employed  characters  are  female.  This  is  unacceptable  due  to  the  fact  that  women 
make  up  forty  percent  of  the  global  workforce.  Although  the  evolvement  of  female  representation 
in  different  professions  on  screen  has  been  collectively  gradual,  these  films  fail  to  reflect  any 
amount  of  growth. 

Davis  delivers  the  following  statistics:  "Despite  women  holding  twenty-one  percent  of  the  global 
political  positions.  In  films,  out  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven  characters  holding  political 
office  on  the  screen,  only  twelve  were  female.  In  the  legal  domain  on  the  screen,  male  judges  and 
lawyers  have  outnumbered  women  thirteen-  to-one-to,  in  computer  science  and  engineering  the 
ratio  is  fifteen  to  one."  While  the  global  figures  are  unfortunate,  in  a  number  of  areas  the  results  in 
the  United  States  showed  even  worse.  This  is  something  important  to  attend  to  because,  eighty 
percent  of  media  consumed  around  the  world,  is  created  in  the  United  States.  "So  we  are  to  a 
large  extent,  responsible  for  exporting  a  very  negative  image  of  women  around  the  world,"  Davis 
says.

Though  some  Latina  women  serve  as  a  great  example  of 
what  it  is  to  be  a  leader,  not  many  are  represented,  or  given  the  opportunity  to  hold  a  high- 
ranking  job  title.  Wakeland  is  a  wonderful  role  model  for  all  young  men  and  women  in  society 
who  wish  to  strive  for  equality  in  all  aspects  of  life  and  never  stop  working  for  the  greater  good  of 
the  people.

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Bass  heads  crowded  the  streets  outside  of  Exchange  LA  in  Downtown  Los  Angeles  last  Thursday, 
eager  to  see  the  one  and  only  Datsik!  Most  fans  that  are  familiar  with  his  productions,  expect 
nothing  less  than  a  sweaty  night  and  grimy  bass  -  my  boyfriend  I  included  in  those  few  rowdy 
bass  heads.  As  huge  fans  of  live  dubstep,  we  are  always  excited  to  experience  the  pulverizing  bass 
that  dub  shows  bring. 

Personally,  I  have  caught  Datsik  at  his  live  shows  for  what  feels  like  a  thousand  and  one  times 
since  I  first  became  a  fan  back  in  2010.

to  meet  us.  It  totally  made  our  night! 

"My  favorite  part  of  the  night  was  seeing  Datsik  play 
and  being  able  to  meet  him  with  my  girlfriend.  That's 
as  legendary  as  it  gets  for  the  bass  music  scene/'  says 
Alfonso.  "In  a  genre  as  aggressive  as  dubstep  it  is 
rare  to  find  girls  who  truly  appreciate  and 
understand  what  this  is  all  about,"  he  said. 

New  Zealand  duo  known  as  Truth,  opened  for 
Datsik  delivering  a  much  tamer  set  than  what  he 
would  later  annihilate  the  crowd  with.  The  pair  kept 
it  mellow  staying  away  from  a  full  on  dubstep  or  trap 
set  by  playing  an  even  blend  of  deep  bass  music 
throughout  their  entire  set.  "I  recognized  new  talent 
that  I  had  previously  kind  of  rejected  before,  based 
on  their  first  Firepower  release.

Le  Pain  Quotidien:  organic  heaven

Every  Sunday  consists  of  my  mother  and  me  going  to  the  Larchmont  Farmer's  Market  in  Los 
Angeles,  where  we  have  priceless  conversations  over  coffee  and  enjoy  the  intimacy  of  some 
mother-daughter  time.  This  past  Sunday  went  a  little  different.  Instead  of  the  farmer's  market,  we 
visited  Le  Pain  Quotidien.  It  is  a  bakery  and  cafe  that  cherishes  simplicity.  Le  Pain  Quotidien 
translates  to  the  daily  bread. 

As  we  enter,  I  notice  how  simple  the  restaurant  is:  wooden  tables,  brick  walls,  and  black 
chalkboards  with  the  menu  written  on  them.  We  look  at  the  menu  and  notice  its  contents,  to 
which  all  are  organic.  And  when  I  say  all,  I  literally  mean  everything:  eggs,  avocado,  berries,  salt, 
butter,  hot  sauce,  hot  chocolate,  jams,  etc.  The  waiter's  uniform,  a  basic  t-shirt,  reads  "100% 
organic  cotton,"  so  I  guess  you  can  say  the  clothing  too.  It's  simplistically  designed  menu  contains 
meals  like  omelettes,  tartines,  salads,  and  soups.  I  think  to  myself:  "I  am  literally  in  organic 
heaven.  I  love  it!" 

I  order  an  avocado  and  tomato  omelette,  accompanied  by  their  famous  bread  and  a  simple  kale 
salad  with  olive  oil  drizzled  over  it.  My  mother  orders  the  same,  plus  a  Belgium  waffle  with 
berries  for  us  to  share. 

The  first  bite  of  my  omelette  is  amazing.  A  spread  of  their  tomato  salsa  makes  it  100  times  better. 

It  tastes  healthy  yet  so  delicious.  I  feel  like  I  can  eat  this  every  day  and  not  have  to  worry  about 
the  calories.  The  waffle  is  also  tasty  though  it  is  as  small  as  my  iPhone.  Bummer.  My  vanilla  latte, 
however,  is  a  cup  sent  from  the  coffee  heavens.  It's  richness  stimulates  my  brain.  I  savour  the 
bread  with  the  jams  available  on  the  table.  My  favorite  is  the  apricot  jam.  (To  die  for!) 

Le  Pain  Quotidien  is  definitely  a  place  I  will  come  back  to  experience  more  organic  dishes.  You 
can  come  hungry,  enjoy  a  healthy  meal,  and  leave  satisfied  without  feeling  sluggish. 

If  you  are  in  the  Los  Angeles  area,  I  highly  recommend  trying  Le  Pain  Quotidien.  There  are 
locations  in  Santa  Monica,  Brentwood,  Glendale,  Pasadena,  Marina  Del  Rey  and  many  more.  To 
learn  more,  check  out  their  website  here  (http://www.lepainquotidien.com/).

Disney  monkeys  around  on  a  true-life  adventure

Disney  brings  forth  the  latest  true-life  adventure.  Monkey  Kingdom,  a  film  presenting  a  fun 
education  on  the  life  of  the  monkeys  living  and  thriving  in  the  ancient  ruins  of  Sri  Lanka,  South 
Asia.  Though  animals  fight  for  survival  in  the  jungle,  their  lifestyle  is  surprisingly  similar  to  the 
nature  of  human  beings.  Narrated  by  the  witty  Tina  Fey,  great  enthusiasm,  and  appreciative 
humor  is  dedicated  to  the  amazing  Monkey  Kingdom  voyage  from  beginning  to  end. 

It  is  not  all  about  monkeying  around  in  this  jungle. 
They  live  under  a  social  class  system  where  the  alpha 
has  priority  over  anything  including  food,  shelter,  and 
respect  and  the  way  they  live  is  determined  by  their 
rank  in  their  society.  At  the  top  is  the  alpha  Raja,  a 
stern  monkey  who  aggressively  claims  his  spot  and 
raises  his  forehead,  in  other  words,  “back  off."  The 
sisters,  a  group  of  female  monkeys  with  red  colored 
faces,  cater  to  Raja  and  the  children,  and  receive 
special  treatment.  The  head  of  the  social  class  system 
enjoys  eating  first  atop  the  trees  while  those  at  the 
bottom  feed  off  of  the  leftovers. 

Although  a  nature  film,  Disney  remains  close  to  its 
storytelling  methods  and  follows  Maya's  story,  an 
intelligent  female  monkey  who  was  born  at  the  bottom 
of  the  class  system  and  provides  for  her  younger 
family  members.  She  faces  ignorance  from  the  higher 
ranked  classes  but  then  encounters  a  love  interest  with  a  newcomer,  Kumar,  during  mating 
season.  Though  Maya  has  never  been  a  care  to  Raja,  he  is  defensive  and  forces  Kumar  into  exile 
leaving  Maya  to  fend  for  herself  and  her  newborn  son.  Kip,  from  mate  Kumar.  The  story  follows 
her  struggle  of  triumphantly  reaching  the  top  of  the  kingdom. 

The  nature  of  these  monkeys  is  intriguing  as  it  reflects  our  human  society.  Their  social  class 
system,  personalities,  and  the  importance  of  grooming  are  among  the  many  aspects  that  connect 
the  two.  Each  monkey  presents  a  distinct  personality  such  as  Maya,  the  heroine  who  did  the 
impossible  to  feed  her  son  and  even  Raja,  the  territorial  and  vain  alpha.  The  consistency  of 
grooming,  as  important  as  it  is  to  humans,  depicts  the  monkeys  keen  taste  for  care  and 
presentation.  Their  movements  and  gestures  mimic  human  communication  such  as  when  they 
sleep,  several  hold  each  other  to  keep  warm  and  safe.

On  Thursday  April  2,  Mount  Saint  Mary's  University  released  the  winners  of  the  annual  Chalon 
Associated  Student  Body  Elections,  with  Blanca  Duenas  as  the  new  Student  Body  President. 

She  is  currently  a  third-year  student  majoring  in  Social  Work  and  Gerontology.  Her  exceptional 
leadership  roles,  before  holding  presidency,  (i.e..  ASB  Ambassador,  ASB  Commuter  Senator,  and 
ASB  Sophomore  Senator),  helped  her  stand  out  among  an  elite  group  of  runners.
